Betweeu 85 and 40 children in the 
Cliuton school, who examination has 
disclosed, have defective heating, 
are to be segregated for special in¬ 
struction iu lip reading and other 
cortective measures. 

Ontliniug the program for this 
work already has beeu begun, npou 
authorization of the board of educa 
tion, by Sup n riutendent Whitney, 
aided by Dr. Johu E. Bnrke, school 
medical inspector, aud Mrs. Marie 
Cormack, special insttuctor. 

| A number of the children weie 
rated as below uormal in their na- 
tutal prerequisites for school work, 
hut investigation has disclosed that 
the hapdicap is largely a matter of 
being unable to hear correctly. 

| An inspector from the State edu¬ 
cation department recently visited 
the sohool to make special teste of 
several of the children in question, 
following which State authorities no¬ 
tified Superintendent Whitney that 
the state salary qnola for deaf in¬ 
structors would be aontinned under 
the program. 

A class of fonr deaf aud dumb 
children hitherto have been receiv¬ 
ing instruction from Mis. Cormack. 
The state requires that not fewer 
than ten shall he taught if the 
partial salary quota is to be contin¬ 
ued. On this basis, and in view of 
the investigation among the 35 
pupils, the wholly deaf class as snob 
ptobably will tie discontinued. 

Pareuts of two of the foui pupils 
already have expressed themselves 
as willing their children should be 
seut to tustitutious. Superintendent 
Whitney stated today that in 
instancea where children are sent 
away, the expense is borne by the 
State. 

No definite decision has yet been 
made as to where the new oIass will 
be located, whether it will remain in 
the Clinton school or be sttuAted in 
another building. — Schenectady 
Union-Star, November IS.

The game was featured by the 
line plunging of Sheppard and the 
end running of Captain Evans, 
while Greenberg, the battering rain 
of the Ridley Park team, gained 
substantial yardage, alongside was 
Robertson who bandied the pouts 
in exceptional form for R P. H. S. 
By the way, the Deaf Institute 
outplayed the Delaware County 
outfit the whole part of the last 
half. 

The winner of this contest was 
to play the Cedar Rapid H. S , 
from Michigan for the Scholastic 
Championship of America.
